hen James Silvani and I set out to plot 
WW: adventures for Disney’s daring duck 
of mystery, one of the things we wanted 

to do was include some of the characters that 
never appeared in episodes of the TV show. From 
storybooks to comics, Darkwing’s rogues extended 
beyond the scope of the show, and added even more 
crazy characters to his canon. 

The most popular, of course, was Fluffy! 

Created by cartoonist Doug Gray for comics 
featured in Disney Adventures magazine, Fluffy was 
an ordinary housecat that had been abandoned by 
his owner, eventually finding his way into the hands 
of Dr. Meddle. Through scientific experimentation, 
Dr. Meddle was able to greatly increase Fluffy’s 
intelligence, and St. Canard’s first felonious feline 
was born in the original version of “The Kitty Kat 
Kaper,” way back in 1992. 

Originally conceived by Gray as a black cat with 
white markings, something was lost in the translation 
from script to finished artwork, and Fluffy was given

orange coloring. Despite this, Fluffy proved popular 
enough with readers (and legendary comics writer/ 
editor Marv Wolfman) that Disney commissioned 
two more stories from Gray starring Fluffy as 
Darkwing’s nemesis. This made Fluffy unique; at 
the time, he was the only comic-original villain to 
menace St. Canard more than once. 

Throughout the 2010-2011 run of the Disney 
Darkwing Duck comic series, Fluffy was the most 
requested character, even beating out popular 
cartoon villain Splatter Phoenix. As a big fan of 
Gray’s “The Kitty Kat Kaper,” as well as its sequels, 
“Cat in a Hot Tin Suit” and “Fluffy’s Reign of Terror,” 
I knew I wanted to bring Fluffy back as soon as we 
could. James and I have done just that in the issue 
you're holding in your hands, retelling Fluffy’s first 
appearance through DW’s... er... less-than-perfect 
recollection. We'll leave it to the fans to debate 
whether the original story or Darkwing’s version 
is more accurate, but what can’t be debated is that 
Fluffy has finally regained his rightful place among 
DW’’s riotous rogues!
